THE PRICE OF SUGAR 


One of the results of the recent rap­ 
id advance in the price of sugar has 
been the assurance to the American 
consumer by manufacturers that the 
price will be lower as soon as the do­ 
mestic crop of beet sugar is on 
the 
market. 
We trust that may be soon, 
for the benefit of the “ultimate con­ 
sumer,” than whom there 
is 
none 
more ultimate, and in consideration of 
whose interests, year in and year out, 
all tariffs and legislation regulative of 
the sugar industry should be formed. 
Climatic conditions in Europe, Cuba 
and America are said to be the cause 
of the scarcity that led to the rise in 
prices. 
These conditions should soon 
pass away. If it were not for the do­ 
mestic beet and cane crop placed on 
the market in September and October, 
one organ of the sugar industry 
as­ 
serts, the American refiner 
“would 
have been obliged to sell his sugar at 
almost 10 cents a pound to the whole­ 
saler.” 
This assertion is based 
on 
the market conditions; the entire out­ 
put of domestic beet sugar 
for

month of October has been sold at. 5Vi 
cents a pound, which is 1V4 cents a

beet growers of Anesia and Bus Ala- 
mifos at a meeting Tuesday night ai 
Artesia. adopted a resolution petition­ 
ing the Central 
Committee 
of 
the 
Beet Growers of Southern California 
to stand for an increase of at least 
51 a ton in the price of beets. They 
feel that since they hav e more mon­ 
e y inv ested, a laiger expense account, 
and are exposed to greater risk in 
planting and growing beets than 
the 
factories in the production of sugar 
they are entitled to at 
least 
one- 
fourth of the protection afforded by 
the tariff for the dev elopment of the 
beet industry. 
The growers promise that if they 
are giv en fair consideration they will 
render assistance politically and oth­ 
erwise for the dev elopment of the in- 
iustry. 
The beet industry of Southern Cali­ 
fornia is assuming huge proportions. 
Nearly all 1he beets are raised in the 
v alley that lies between Compton and 
Huntington Beach. 
Sev en 
factories 
with a total of 7600 tons, will draw on 
this territory next year, with Hie
